“Concluded From Last Week” 
Ability To Produce Is Credit 
Basis 

When the conditions enumerated 
above are fully considered a bor- 
rpwer’s ability to produce is deter- 
mined, and on this basis is credit 
granted, not on the value of his land 
and his chattels. Financial institu- 
tions and societies desire neither a 
borrower's land nor his chattele— 
only the repayment of the sum 
obtained at the specified time. If a 
loan were advanced on the value of 
the land and chattels, it would be 
necessary in most cases to dispose 
of the land and chattels to insure 
repayment and this would be dis- 
astrous. The chattel mortgage is 
requently misunderstood. It is chief- 
ly a precautionary measure used by 
the lender to keep the equipment of 
the borroweh intact and upon the 
land for his continual service, free 
from the molestation of other 
creditors, many of whom = grant 
credit without foresight and do not 
hesitate in resorting to suits and 
seizures to deprive a borrower of 
some of his factors of production. 
Thus it is seldom that the chattel 
or equipment is used for the repay- 
ment or even partial repayment of 
the loan. 

What Financier Doesn't Want 

No financier should lend money 
knowing, that in order to collect the 
loan he must engage in foreclosing 
on chattel mortgages or land mort- 
gages, disrupting farms and adver- 
tising auction sales, but rather on a 
conservative estimate of the bor- 
rower'’s probable production after 
deducting the usual expenses and} 


contracted current obligations. 
loans should be made commen- 
surate with the  borrower’s _ in- 


creased ability to produce, by virtue 
thereof. Anyone who does otherwise 
seriously handicaps the borrower 
and risks his own or his employer's 
funds of which he is the custodian. 
Two Sides to the Problem 

Unfortunately many men enter- 
tain the idea of borrowing all the 
money they can, thinking only of 
present desires, never casting a 
glance into the future, never visual- 
izing the day when the sum must 
be repaid with interest, never glv- 
ing heed to the multiplicity of 
obligations whether the crop fails 
or not, but trying only to borrow 
all they can. The fact is, there are 
two sides to the credit problem— 
the furnishing of credit also means 
the obligation of a debt which has 
to be repaid with interest. Money 
should not be borrowed unless 
painstaking plans are made previ- 
ously for paying it back. 

What Is Farmer's Worst 
Enemy? 

The farmer’s worst enemy is un- 
restricted credit. He buys more ex- 
tensively, less judiciously, and not ; 
so economically when allowed to run | 
in debt. He receives no discounts, 
paying a price fixed by the seller 
to compensate him for selling on the} 
credit basis. Debt deprives his 
family of necessary comforts, his 
children of educational advantages, 
because interest, taxes, and debts 
are exacting; while comforts and 


accomplishments are not. It retards | 
and handicaps the development of 
his farm, urging him to slight his 
preparation, to seed more ground

The agriculturist is a producer of | 
raw materials largely, which does | 
not require so much skill nor s 
many qualifications as a produce: 

The fertility of 
the soil and the facilities provided 
by man, governments and nature, 
enable men at a small cost to be-| 
come engaged in the agricultural in- | 
dustry without demanding much 
preparation or training. For these 
reasons agriculturists are numer- 
ous competition is too keen, there 
is too much surplus to ever affect 
the price, and hence markets are 
usually dull, But the time has come | 
when the farmer must be an econ- 
omic producer. 
Situation Due to Natural j 
Conditions | 
This situation in which the farm- 
ing industry finds itself has been 
brought about by natural condi- 
tions; first, farming is essentially 
the production ofraw products. Such 
a business requires, more and more 
capital as the producer proceeds, as 
it is handled on a large scale. But 
if the producer has mortgaged his 
present future for money spent in 
the past, you can appreciate his 
handicap and realize why so many 
farmers are hard-pressed and al- 
ways will be as long as credit is un- 
restricted. Capital investment de- 
teriorates before the loan is paid 
and must be replaced, taxes and in- 
terest continue to drain persistently 
and exactingly. 


Extension of Time Another 
Danger 

Another danger of credit is ex- 
tension of time. A debt two years 
old is more difficult to collect than 
one three months old. Crops and 
animals are subject to forces of 
nature. Prices received for products 
vary. The urge to pay a debt de- 
creases as time increases. 

There is a clamor among agricul- 
turists for a longer term credit. The

It is generally money well spent 
for those who have no breeding 
records, to purchase males of known 
breeding from breeders who are 
keeping careful records. These 
males, while conforming to the 
appearance previously described, 
should be carefully selected from 
dams showing a heavy production 
of large eggs over long periods, and 
whose sire’s dam also showed the 
same characteristics. 

These breeders should early be 
separated from the balance of the 
flock and no attempt made to force 
them for egg production. 

Rather should they be given an 
abundance of fresh air and exercise 
to keep them in good hard condition. 

In the absence of green food, well 
cured alfalfa or clover hay should 
be liberally supplied. Cod Liver oil 
is also excellent to put the birds in 
the best physical condition and to 
ensure strong vigorous chicks. This 
may be fed at the rate of about two 
per cent fo the grain or mash by 
pouring it over grain or mixing it

Small accidental fires 
there will be from time to time just 
as there are in a city, but the old 
and costly fallacy of forest fires 
as a dispensation of Providence will 
be gone forever.

Move Against Reds 

Pekin, April 6—Troops of the 
army of Marshal Tso-Lin, the Man- 
churian war lord, and armed police 
raided the soviet embassy this morn- 
ing. Six Russians and 15 to 20 Chin- 
ese were taken to the police station 
and a machine gun, 15 rifles and a 
quantity of ammunition were remov- 
ed from the embassy. 

Measures had been taken prev- 
iously to guard all estrances to the 
building. More than 100 troops and 
police acting on signed authoriza- 
tion of the diplomatic corps, rushed 
the embassy. One shot was heard 
after which a Russian was dragged 
out, fighting and kicking. He was 
bound and carried off in a motor car. 

The troops still occupied the 
building this afternoon. 

The Russians and Chinese arrest- 
ed at the embassy are described as 
agitators. 

Marshal Chang Tso-Lin has been 
described in dispatches to the Lon- 
don newspapers as a determined op- 
ponent of Bolshevism. After the dis- 
orders at Nanking, Chang, express- 
ing sorrow over the events, was re- 
ported by the Westlinster Gazette 
of London to have said that he be- 
lieved the powers should direct their 
action against the Bolshevist rather 
than against the Chinese. He fur- 
ther declared, according to the Gaz- 
ette’s correspondent that if the pow- 
ers would guarantee the Manchurian 
frontier against soviet Russia, he 
would liberate 150,000 reliable 
troops to help the Shantungese.
